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Dying man 
in drugs 
farm case 
on the run 



A BUSINESSMAN with 
months to live went on the 
run in India after police 
busted his drugs farm at a 
mansion in South Stafford¬ 
shire. 

Steven Rodenhurst, 58, 
was last week jailed for four- 
and-a-half years in his 
absence at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court. 

Police found nearly 1,000 
cannabis plants at his £1.75 
million home in Codsall. 

The retired demolition 
and salvage company boss 
who has also used an address 
in Beeches Road, Kidder¬ 
minster, was convicted of 
drugs charges and granted 
bail for sentencing. But he 
wrote to the judge to say he 
was going to Goa. 

The court heard how 
Rodenhurst was given 18 
months to live by doctors as 
he was suffering from cancer 
and a weak heart. 

He claimed the drugs were 
for his own use but a jury 
found him guilty of produc¬ 
ing cannabis with intent to 
supply. 

Boy robbed on 
way to school 

A TEENAGE boy was 
robbed by a gang on his way 
to school. It happened in an 
alleyway between Doverdale 
Avenue and Somerleyton 
Avenue in Kidderminster. 

The thugs went through 
his bag and pockets, taking 
£10. Four of the gang were 
white, about 16, and slim. A 
fifth was black, about 15 and 
of large build. He had short, 
dark hair with a tramline on 
the right hand side.

Rare meadow waIk is on off' r 


WORCESTERSHIRE residents are 
being offered the chance of taking a 
rare stroll through Hockley and Black 
Meadows that form part of the Chad- 
desley Wood national nature reserve. 

As part of the nationwide Wildlife 
Trust’s “Our Meadows” weekend, staff 
and volunteers are opening the 
meadows to a limited number of 
people. 

Mervyn Needham, reserve warden, 
and Michael Liley, botanist, are leading 
a guided walk through the meadows on 
June 16. 

Mr Needham said: “These two 


meadows are old pastures and have 
notable wildflowers such as knapweed, 
dyer’s greenweed, pepper saxifrage 
and adder’s-tongue fern. 

“It’s not just about the flowers, 
however. On the walk we’ll be talking 
about how important the meadows are 
for all sorts of wildlife - butterflies, 
bees, slow-worms and a really diverse 
range of other species.” 

Meadows are a threatened habitat; 
it’s estimated that around 20 per cent 
of remaining lowland meadows in the 
UK are in Worcestershire. The two 
meadows are usually closed to the 


public to protect them. Mr Needham 
said: “From flowers and plants to 
insects and reptiles we hope that 
anyone who comes along will be 
inspired by what they see. 

“The trust’s botanist, Michael Liley, 
will be able to identify plants for us. 
He’ll also be able to help people who’d 
like to see more of this habitat on their 
own land.” 

The walk takes place from 2pm. 
Places cost £5 each and booking is 
essential by telephoning 01905

Disposal 

A statement issued on behalf of directors 
John Plant and Javier Piero said: “The cost 
of doing nothing until new plans and pro¬ 
posals are decided upon will hit every rate 
payer in the pocket.” 

They said council taxpayers were facing 
increased costs of waste disposal with land¬ 
fill tax at £80 per tonne - equivalent to £16 
million pounds per year. 

A report has been drawn up by an inspec¬ 
tor for Communities Secretary Eric Pickles 
after an eight-day public inquiry last 
November. 

The development was granted by 
Worcestershire County Council in March, 
but the plans were called in by Mr Pickles.

Days when buses and 
batteries dominated 


PARK LANE in Wolver¬ 
hampton is named not 
because it’s adjacent to a 
park, but because it runs 
through the Fallings Park 
area of the city, leaving the 
Cannock Road in the area 
of Park Village. 

In 1908 there was a Model 
Housing Exhibition at Park Village, 
part of the garden suburb move¬ 
ment which was sweeping the 
country, and architects were invited 
to build modern houses to replace 
the old Victorian slums. 

At the time, behind Park Lane 
School, the lane ran straight into 
fields of wheat and hay which 
stretched to the village of Bush- 
bury, but this was not to last long. 

In 1911 a Birmingham company 
called Efandem, which made elec¬ 
trical devices like torches and cycle 
lights, and the batteries to power 
them, built its new factory on Park 
Lane. 

The firm was taken over by Ever 
Ready in 1925, and added radios to

its many products, including the 
famous ‘saucepan radio’, which was 
built in a case like a saucepan, for 
the African market. 

The abiding memory of local 
people, however, is of the women 
who made the batteries, emerging 
at the end of the day, blackened 
from the carbon rods they handled. 
Radio production ceased in 1968 
and in 1980 the factory closed. 

In 1914, on the other side of Park 
Lane, Sydney Guy, who had been 
manager at the Sunbeam, built his 
new factory to make a 30 cwt lorry. 

Boosted by huge orders for the 
war effort, Guy Motors expanded 
rapidly, making not only trucks but 
also aero engines. Although Sydney 
Guy dabbled in car manufacture 
after the war, it was commercial 
vehicles which were to dominate 
the Park Lane production lines, 


trucks and buses, both trolley 
buses and motor buses. With 
Wolverhampton Corporation one of 
his biggest customers it was not 
surprising that they built their 
Park Lane Bus Depot on the other 
side of Park Lane, to house up to 56 
assorted buses. Guy was taken over 
by Jaguar in 1961 and after that 
became part of British Leyland. 

In 1915 another large factory 
opened in Park Lane, ABC Coupler, 
making automatic couplings for 
railway rolling stock, and other 
related products. It was to remain a 
major employer until 1961 when it 
abruptly closed down, the factory 
being bought by Guy. 

The other major factory on Park 
Lane opened in 1920. Henry 
Meadows was created to make 
gearboxes but soon added petrol 
and most importantly diesel 
engines to its products. It closed in 
1960, and was followed by Guy 
Motors in 1982, the last of the big 
names that made Park Lane such a 
power-house of manufacturing. 

Small firms occupy some of the 
old factories, or units on the sites.

A FILE on Dudley Castle’s 
archaeological digs has been 
returned to the castle - 21 
years after a student bor¬ 
rowed it in order to carry out 
some research. 

Former history student at 
Wolverhampton University, 
Jodie Keane, who is now a 
London-based BBC pro¬ 
ducer, posted the book back 
to after discovering it in her 
attic after all these years.

“This book was lent to us 
to help with our project.” 

The 50-page publication, 
entitled Dudley Castle

and 1985. 

A spokeswoman for 
Dudley Castle said: “It’s 
arrived at an excellent time 
as we now have a new 
archive department where 
we can store it.”

GAME shows like The Apprentice and 
Dragons Den are helping to fuel the 
greed of the individual and the decline 
of British industry. 

These programmes propagate the view 
that being wealthy is an end in itself. 
There never seems to be a knock-on 
effect where a product is manufactured 
in Britain that will benefit a whole com¬ 
munity with work. 

In Dragons Den, particularly, the prod¬ 
ucts are always made in China. A 
typical example was a telephone device 
that, among other things, screens calls 
and identifies callers. 

The inventor said that each unit is

for £99.99.” 

The unit is now on sale for £99.99 from 
the inventor’s website. Surely a mark¬ 
up of 370 per cent is a large enough 
profit for anyone. Even if it cost £50 to 
make in Britain, it would still provide a 
100 per cent mark-up and would prob¬ 
ably be better constructed. Of course, 
the entrepreneur would not make as 
much money and that, apparently, is 
what it is all about. 

I believe that the cost difference 
between products made in China and 
Britain are not as different as we are 
led to believe. I would certainly pay a 


small premium for a quality British 
made product knowing that it was good 
value and keeping people in work. 

Governments constantly tell us how 
they are going to increase employment 
and encourage investment. Mass 
employment will never come back to 
these shores unless we break this 
culture of greed pervading the UK. 

Lord Sugar should justify his peer’s 
salary by insisting that all companies 
that have products made abroad must 
get comparable quotes from British 
manufacturers.

One person from Kidderminster, who 
wanted to be named only as Julie, has 
applied to take part in the scheme. She said: 
“I’ve been in care work for 20 years and was 


considering fostering. My girls have grown 
up now and moved out and I miss having a 
busy household. This is a good way of doing 
something I enjoy. I know from my work 
that you get such a buzz when you see that 
person develop and move on, get their own 
place, get a job. 

“The reward you get, that it’s you that’s 
helped them move on with their lives, that’s 
an amazing feeling.”

COUNCILS in the region 
have failed to draw up plans 
to spend £500,000 to provide 
superfast broadband inter¬ 
net connections. 

It has prompted a warning 
from Culture and Media Sec¬ 
retary Jeremy Hunt. 

Sandwell, Dudley, Walsall 
and Wolverhampton are 
among 25 per cent of local 
authorities nationally not to 
have finalised their plans. 

Neighbouring Stafford¬ 
shire has sorted out its own 
plans to pay for the most up- 
to-date technology to be 
installed in streets and rural 
areas. 

Risk 

The Government has allo¬ 
cated money from a £530 
million fund to each author¬ 
ity to help provide 90 per 
cent of homes and busi¬ 
nesses with access to super- 
fast broadband. 

Mr Hunt said: “Residents 
and businesses in the Black 
Country risk being left in 
the broadband slow lane 
unless councils sort out their 
broadband plans.” 

Speaking on behalf of the 
region’s authorities, Coun¬ 
cillor Steve Eling, said: “If 
the government is dissatis¬ 
fied with the commercial 
operators, they should raise 
concerns with the industry 
regulator. 

“To expect taxpayers to 
stump up hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds when 
budgets for local services 
have been slashed in order to 
give that money to highly 
profitable commercial com¬ 
panies is a gross misuse of 
public money.” 


Spuds you like - how the 
potato became superfood

IT’S THE kind of sight that 
would have low-carb 
dieters like Madonna, Jen¬ 
nifer Anniston and Gerri 
Halliwell watering at the 
mouth. 

At Claire Collier’s farm in 
Staffordshire she can practically 
climb up the mountain of potatoes 
she keeps in her shed. 

Until now spuds have come 
under attack as they are at the top 
of the high-carbohydrate and high 
glycemic index list. 

But now researchers have said 
that potatoes are a ‘wonder food’ 
packed full of vitamins, minerals 
and nutrients. 

Deliver 

Claire, 30, who grew up on the 
farm in Ingestre, near Stafford, 
grows around 200 acres of potatoes 
with her brother Mark and parents 
Andrew and Pauline. 

“Potatoes are a staple of the 
British diet and it is great to hear 
they are the latest superfood,” says 
Claire, who is married to farmer 
Peter Pratt and has two children - 
Isabelle, aged three, and Toby, one. 

“We deliver our potatoes locally 
to schools, pubs and nursing 
homes, but at the moment the 
market is fairly flat. 

“This year most farmers have 
had a good yield and potatoes are 
coming in from the continent, 
which means we are left with a 
surplus in England.” 

A study was recently completed 
by independent nutritionist Sigrid 
Gibson on behalf of the Potato 
Council. They have produced a 


mobile phone app, which compares 
how good potatoes are with the tra¬ 
ditional superfoods. 

According to the research spuds 
are actually better for the body 
than traditional superfoods - such 
as bananas, broccoli, beetroot, 
nuts and avocado. 

The researchers analysed the 
food intake of876 children and 948 
adults, and said people are wrong 
to shun potatoes in favour of 
modern and more expensive alter¬ 
natives. 

Claire says: “We are hoping the 
market will pick up this summer 
especially with the Olympics as 
more people will be coming to 
England, which will hopefully 
produce an increase in demand.” 

The new research also found 


that the potato contains more of 
the mineral selenium than the 
average child gets from all the 
seeds and nuts they consume. 

Last year a separate study dis¬ 
covered that eating spuds twice a 
day can lower blood pressure - and 
contrary to popular perceptions it 
won’t make you put on weight. 

Scaled 

At Gailey Fruit Farm, near 
Penkridge, Ian and Helen Fortes¬ 
cue used to produce potatoes for 
McCain, who are the main supplier 
to McDonalds. 

Now they have scaled back pro¬ 
duction to just two acres, which 
gives them just enough to sell in 
their farm shop. 

“It became too difficult to 
produce potatoes for the food 


industry as the price they agreed to 
pay us went steadily down until it 
didn’t become viable for us,” says 
Ian, 52. 

“We have decided to miss out the 
middle man and get the produce 
straight to the customer.” 

Ian says he plants potatoes every 
week from February to ensure a 
constant supply of fresh potatoes. 

Potatoes are one of the most 
popular items in their shop and 
they don’t deserve the bad press 
they receive. 

“It is the process that people put 
potatoes through which makes 
them unhealthy,” he says. 

“Instead of buying a bag of pota¬ 
toes people are getting frozen chips 
and oven-ready baking potatoes. 

“The biggest consumers now of 


potatoes are the Chinese and the 
developing world as they are fairly 
easy to grow.” 

Potato production in developed 
countries like England has 
declined by around one per cent 
per year over the past 20 years, 
while output in developing coun¬ 
tries, particularly China and India, 
has expanded at an average rate of 
five per cent per year. 

Ian says: “For developing coun¬ 
tries potatoes are perfect as you 
can get a yield of 25 tonnes per 
acre, but can only get a tenth of 
that in rice so it is a good food 
source for them. 

“With people watching their 
money in the UK maybe they 
should start switching back to the 
humble potato.”

WORKING men’s clubs were 
once the social fabric of our 
nation. 

In popular sitcoms of the 1970s, 
characters such as Selwyn Froggitt 
rarely seemed to be out of them. 

Comedians of the time, such as Jim 
Bowen, Mike Reid and Charlie 
Williams, built careers out of them. 

Today, these great British institu¬ 
tions are disappearing fast. Thirty 
years ago there were 4,000 clubs dotted 
around the UK. Now there are 2,000. 

“I would say we have lost around 20 
per cent of our clubs over the last seven 
or eight years,” says Malcolm 
Edwards, secretary of the Midland 
Counties Entertainment Council. 

Malcolm, a stalwart of the club 
circuit, speaks from experience. Brier- 
ley Hill Labour Club, where he was a 
member for 30 years, closed in 2010. 

He is now involved with Netherton 
Sports and Social Club, formerly 
Netherton Liberal Club. 

As the Working Men’s Club and 
Institute Union (CIU) prepares to cel¬ 
ebrate its 150th anniversary this year, 
the number of affiliated clubs in the 
West Midlands is down to 119, com¬ 
pared to 211 in 1998. Malcolm fears for 
the future of remaining clubs. 

Problems 

“I would say in two to three years’ 
time there will be 50 per cent of the 
clubs in this region,” he says bleakly. 

Part of the problem is, he says, that 
teenagers no longer come into the 
clubs with their parents. 

“They don’t want social clubs, they 
want wine bars,” he says. 

“Our son was brought up with social 
clubs, but he wouldn’t be seen dead in 
them now. He’s 26 now.” 

Ruth Cherrington, who runs the 
Clubhistorians.co.uk website, is one of 
the generation that grew up with the 
West Midland social club scene. “Some 


Once the backbone of our 
communities, social clubs are 
increasingly finding they have 
to adapt or die.

of my earliest childhood memories are 
of being taken to the local working 
men’s club,” she says. 

“We were just an ordinary working- 
class family, we lived in a council house 
and there wasn’t much room, so it was 
almost like an extension of our living 
room.” 

Ruth, who is writing a book about 
the history and future of the clubs, 
agrees getting younger people involved 
is crucial to their survival. 

“The clubs which are doing well are 
doing things like putting Indie music 
nights on to bring younger people in,” 
she says. “They have to look at doing 
things like the curry nights they do in 
Wether spoons, or Sunday lunches. 

Clubs, like pubs, have also suffered 
from the smoking ban, rising beer 
duties, and cut-price competition from 
supermarkets. But Ruth says another 


difficulty clubs face is that while they 
have traditionally been run by 
members with little business experi¬ 
ence, they are increasingly under pres¬ 
sure to operate along commercial lines. 

One of the more radical changes in 
the fight for survival has taken place at 
Codsall Legionaires Club. 

After finding itself in financial diffi¬ 
culties 18 months ago, the club allowed 
its function room to be turned into a 
pet shop. Member Glynne Owen 
already owned a pet shop in the village, 
and when he wanted to expand, he 
bought the room from the club. 

“It’s worked well for everyone,” says 
club president Dicky Bennett. 

He also says the football team has 
played a crucial role in bringing 
younger people into the club. 

Malcolm Edwards says getting the 
right entertainment is also important, 
and that is what has helped turn 
around his club. 

He says the clubs which do best are 
the ones located in close-knit commu¬ 
nities, with lots of people living nearby. 

One thing that everyone seems to 
agree with is our communities will be 
much the poorer if they lose them.

Sites at Level Street, 
Brierley Hill, and Foley 
Business Park in Kidder¬ 
minster will be sold in a last- 
ditch bid to tackle a £600 
million debt mountain. 

The women-only gym in 
Birmingham Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton, will also close for 
good.

Pit centenary gathering has 
the memories flooding back 


THEY hardly recognised 
each other without the 
coal dust on their faces - 
but it was just like old 
times at a reunion of 
former workers at a 
famous colliery. 

More than 80 people gathered to 
mark the 100th anniversary of the 
Baggeridge pit swinging into full¬ 
time production. 

Memories flooded back as some 
met for the first time in more than 
50 years during the event at the tea 
shop at a beauty spot where the col¬ 
liery used to stand 

The Baggeridge Colliery, near 
Sedgley, closed in 1968. The land 
was turned into the country park 
that now bears its name. After the 
pit closed, the land was bought by 
South Staffordshire District 
Council and the 150-acre country 
park opened in 1983. 

Strange 

Dave Daly, who owns the cafe, 
organised the reunion to commem¬ 
orate the old pit and the people 
who worked there. 

St the event was former haulage 
worker Gordon Bunn, aged 73, 
who bumped into Barry Hickman, 
whom he used to work alongside 
but had not spoken to since he left 
in 1956. 

Mr Bunn, of Coningsby Drive, 
Kidderminster, said: “It brought 
back a lot of memories. I remember 
the guide ropes snapping on a cage 
of coal and it was swinging around

out of control. There was a real 
team spirit down there.” 

The family of the late Arthur 
Beddard gathered to pay tribute to 
the man who spent most of his 
working life down the pit, only 
leaving to serve in the First World 
War. Mr Beddard, who lived in 
High Street, Sedgley, started at the 
colliery at 14 in 1908 and worked 
his way up from a pit boy to mines 
deputy. 


His grand-daughters and daugh- 
ter-in-law took along photos of Mr 
Beddard and said they were “very 
proud” of his career. 

Valerie Ruddall said the colliery 
was her grandfather’s “lifeblood” 
and added: “Not enough is said 
about the men that worked here. It 
was very important to the area.” 

Working in the colliery was a tra¬ 
dition for the Cartwright family, 
with five brothers and their father 


James all earning a living there in 
the 1950s. Claude Cartwright, 80, 
of Lyndon Close, Sedgley, was a 
haulage worker there for 10 years 
from 1958, and was joined by his 
brothers Bert, Bernard, Roy and 
Gordon. Gordon was killed when 
he was crushed by a coal truck in 
Enville High Street after leaving 
his job in the pit. 

The reunion was the first time 
Claude had visited the site since 


his days at the pit, and he said it 
felt “marvellous”. 

Mr Daly said he was delighted 
with the turnout and vowed to set 
up similar events in the future. 

He said: “They started digging 
at the colliery in 1902 but it was 
1912 before it was in full produc¬ 
tion. I decided that, as it is now 100 
years since the colliery was in full 
swing, we should keep the history 
going.” 


Police in

POLICE are cracking down 
on young cyclists riding 
their bikes dangerously 
through a Worcestershire 
village.

FUNNY man Simon Amstell’s routine may 
be hilarious but is not so much stand-up as 
lie down and call the counsellor.

Some leave you crying with laughter -

He dealt with interruptions brilliantly, 
showed excellent timing and even gave us a 
fresh angle on the humour of over-groomed 
assistants on make-up counters. It helped 
compensate for his tendency to be preachy 
and to lift material from the last episode of 
his own Grandma’s House series the same 
week that it was aired. Unfortunate.

Susan’s dream comes true 

I Dreamed A Dream, Birmingham Hippodrome 


SUBTITLED The Susan Boyle Musical, 
this show based on the life story of the 
Britain’s Got Talent singing sensation has 
a bonus most tributes can’t boast - the 
woman herself waiting in the wings. 

The theatre erupted when she stepped 
out in a shimmering red dress to sing THAT 
song. Her voiced cracked a little, prompting 
the 51-year-old Scot to pull an ‘oops’ face 
but she nailed it with the big crescendo in 
the anthemic song from Les Miserables. 

A cheeky wiggle and a twinkle in her eye 
and she asked if we wanted another, follow¬ 
ing I Dreamed A Dream with the defiant 
and celebratory Who I Was Born To Be. 

Extraordinary 

Was the show that preceded this brief but 
extraordinary performance any good? Yes. 

Boyle’s wasn’t the first standing ovation. 
Elaine C Smith also had the audience on 
their feet for her portrayal of the dowdy, 
unconfident spinster hiding an incredible 
talent. The Rab C Nesbitt TV actress 
(Smith played Rab’s long-suffering wife 
Mary) got the blend of timid and feisty 
right, and it helped that she has a strong 
singing voice. 

Songs from the 1960s and 70s (most 
covered on Boyle’s three albums) sung to a 
recorded soundtrack charted the story 
from school bullying for being “different”, 
via fledgling romance crushed by an over- 
protective father, to a lonely existence after 
the deaths of her parents. And then looked 


at the global stardom brought by Britain’s 
Got Talent and the power of one YouTube 
clip, enhanced by a set made up of dozens of 
TVs. 

The production, which suggested Boyle 
wants to be a singer not a celebrity, didn’t 
flinch from insults hurled by bullies, both 
in the playground and the national press. 

The use of songs to illustrate these 
phases were sometimes inspired. The lyrics 
of Janis Ian’s At Seventeen fit perfectly. 
The use of Stealers Wheel’s Stuck In The 
Middle With You while she waited in line 
with TV talent show wannabes was a ter¬ 
rific set piece. 

But the show, co-written by Smith with 
Alan McHugh, often lapsed into cliched dia¬ 
logue despite a few sparky lines - like when 
her singing teacher asked her to try scales 
and she admitted being “chunky”. 

I anticipated sentimentality, however, 
the scenes where her parents’ deaths saw 
them going upstairs to a shining door like 
taking a staircase to heaven was a bit much. 

The audience loved it but I wonder if they 
would have turned up in such numbers if 
the woman herself had not been making an 
appearance. 

One thing is clear, Susan Boyle has 
become an icon for anyone who feels under¬ 
rated, excluded, uncool, bypassed or forgot¬ 
ten - and anyone who hopes that dreams 
can come true.
